AREA, LAND TYPE, AND LOCATION:
Sovereign land in Lake Tahoe, adjacent to 4290 West Lake Boulevard, near
Homewood, Placer County.

AUTHORIZED USE:
Continued use and maintenance of an existing boathouse with a boat hoist,
artificially filled area, and one mooring buoy.

LEASE TERM:
10 years, beginning January 6, 2007.

CONSIDERATION:
This lease provides that Lessor may modify the rent periodically during the lease
term. Pursuant to this provision, staff has conducted a review of the rent under
this lease, and recommends that rent be revised from $1,825 per year to $1,793
per year, effective January 6, 2015.

CALENDAR ITEM NO. C17 (CONTD)

At the time this lease was issued, the Lessees’ boathouse with boat lift
and one mooring buoy qualified for rent-free status under Public
Resources Code section 6503.5 in effect at that time. However, the
artificial fill area cannot be used for the docking and mooring of boats and
therefore is subject to rent. Staff has conducted the rent review called for
in the lease and recommends the revision of rent.

The staff recommends that the Commission find that the subject revision
of rent does not have a potential for resulting in either a direct or a
reasonably foreseeable indirect physical change in the environment, and
is, therefore, not a project in accordance with the California Environmental
Quality Act (CEQA).
